A MAN has admitted carry¬ 
ing out an attack in Haverhill 
in which another man was 
wounded with a knife. 

Liam Allen, 18, of Mays Av¬ 
enue, Balsham, appeared on 
Monday at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

He had been due to stand 
trial after pleading not guilty 
to offences of unlawful 
wounding and possession of

cannabis. 

Before a jury had been 
sworn in, Allen changed his 
pleas to guilty and was told 
by Mr Recorder fohn Foy QC 
that he would be sentenced 
for both offences on Sep¬ 
tember 4. 

Allen was arrested follow¬ 
ing an incident in the Leis- 
ton Way and Greenfields 


area of Haverhill on the 
evening of March 14 after an 
18-year-old man suffering 
from what appeared to be a 
knife wound was found by 
police nearby. 

A search the following day 
revealed that Allen was in 
possession of a quantity of 
cannabis, the court heard. 

Mr Recorder Foy told Allen 
that he would continue to be 
remanded in custody until 
his sentencing which will 
take place at Norwich Crown 
Court.

RESIDENTS are calling 
for action over the “third- 
world” state of the roads on 
Haverhill's Chalkstone es¬ 
tate. 

Ernie Goody, secretary 
of the Chalkstone Tenants 
and Residents’ Association 
(CATRA), said: “It’s absolute¬ 
ly abysmal. 

“It’s not just the roads. 
Most of the footpaths are 
like that. They are over¬ 
grown and they’ve got two 
or three-foot high flowers.” 

He said he had reported 
the state of the roads to Suf¬ 
folk County Council, which 
is responsible for highways, 
earlier this year. 

Mr Goody continued: “I 
think what’s happened is 
they haven’t really spent a lot 
of money over the 50 years 
that the estate has been go¬ 
ing and now it’s showing.” 

He said that some foot¬ 
paths had had their flag¬ 
stones replaced with tarmac 
recently, but even these 
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were already showing signs 
of wear. 

He hopes to bring up the 
state of the roads and foot¬ 
paths at the next CATRA 
meeting on September 2. 

Jan Lupton, a West Wick¬ 
ham resident who regularly 
visits friends who live on 
the estate, said a particular 
problem was with side roads 
such as Elmdon Place. 

She went on: “Up at the 
Chalkstone all of the roads 
going off the main road have 
just been left. They are all 
pretty much the same - I 
don’t think they have been 
touched. You’ve got these 
awful, unacceptable, third- 
world roads. 

“It has been like that for 
as long as I’ve been going 
up there, which is about 
six years. So many levels of 
the road have worn away. I 


would like to see it brought 
up to the standard of the rest 
of the roads in Haverhill.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We 
accept the surface of Elm¬ 
don Place is not particularly 
attractive but it currently 
has no defects which meet 
our intervention criteria. 

“All roads are inspected at 
least twice a year and we will 
continue to maintain this 
road in a safe and service¬ 
able condition. 

“We have resurfaced some 
of the footways in the Chalk- 
stone Estate area in the last 
few months and are well 
aware of their general con¬ 
dition. 

“We will consider the 
footways here for inclusion 
in our footway resurfacing 
programme next year, but 
they will have to be judged 
against the condition of oth¬ 
er footways in Suffolk and 
a constrained budget posi¬ 
tion.”

Police probing 
GP allegation 


POLICE are investigating af¬ 
ter an allegation was made 
against a GP in the Haverhill 
area. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
Police said: “Police were 
contacted on Friday even¬ 
ing, August 14, following an 
allegation from a member of 
the public. 

“Officers are working 
alongside the General Medi¬ 
cal Council to look into this 
allegation and enquiries are 
under way.” 

Nobody has so far been 
arrested in connection with 
the police investigation. 

The GP has been suspend¬ 
ed by NHS England. 

Christine Macleod, medi¬ 
cal director for NHS England 
(East), said: “A GP from the 
local area has been suspend¬ 
ed pending further investi¬ 
gations. 

“NHS England takes all 
incidents like this extremely 
seriously and is committed 
to providing safe effective 
primary care for patients. 

“While proceedings are 
ongoing it would be inap¬ 
propriate to comment fur¬ 
ther.” 
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Suspension by NHS Eng¬ 
land prevents the doctor in 
question from practising at 
an NHS surgery. 

He or she can still practise 
privately unless the GMC 
revoke his or her license to 
practise. 

The GMC was not able to 
confirm whether it was in¬ 
vestigating. 

It launches investigations 
only into cases which are 
serious enough that they 
could affect a doctor’s right 
to practise. 

As part of its investigations 
it speaks with the doctor, the 
complainant and the doc¬ 
tor’s employer. 

An investigation could 
also involve considering 
documentary evidence, wit¬ 
ness statements, expert re¬ 
ports and assessments of the 
doctor’s performance and 
health. 

Investigations can con¬ 
clude without further action, 
with a warning or with un¬ 
dertakings with the doctor. 


If the complaint is serious, 
the GMC can also refer the 
case to the Medical Practi¬ 
tioners Tribunal Service for 
a fitness to practise panel 
hearing. 

The chief operating officer 
of the local clinical commis¬ 
sioning group said: “We will 
be supporting our member 
practice... during this time. 
As an investigation is under 
way it would not be appro¬ 
priate to comment any fur¬ 
ther.” 

A senior partner at the 
suspended doctor’s practice 
said: “During this investiga¬ 
tion our ongoing priority is 
to continue to deliver good 
patient care. 

“It is business as usual for 
the practice staff and our pa¬ 
tients.” 

The practice will continue 
providing services as usual, 
so there is no need for pa¬ 
tients who have appoint¬ 
ments in the Haverhill area 
to take any special action.

Have your say 
on court closure 


WHAT would happen to you 
if Bury St Edmunds magis¬ 
trates’ court shut down? The 
borough council wants to 
know 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council is collecting 
evidence of the damage that 
could be done to local jus¬ 
tice in the court was closed. 

The Ministry of Justice an¬ 
nounced plans to shut the 
court in July. It was one of 91 
“surplus” courts on a list of 
those facing closure. 

The plans could see 57 
magistrates’ courts, 19 
county courts, two crown 
courts, four tribunal hearing 
centres and nine combined 
courts shut down. 

The MoJ is now running a 
consultation on the possible 
closures, which will end on 
October 8. 

If the Bury St Edmunds 
court does close, Haverhill 
residents could face a 47- 
mile trip to Ipswich mag¬ 
istrates’ court, or a 63-mile 
journey to Norwich. 

The borough council is 
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planning on using local peo¬ 
ple’s evidence to strengthen 
their own response to the 
government consultation. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader 
of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, said: “Personally I 
find it astonishing that the 
Ministry of Justice would 
even consider closing our 
court, especially in such a 
rural area. 

“For many here in West 
Suffolk and particularly 
those who rely on public 
transport, for example, get¬ 
ting to Ipswich for 10am 
could be an incredibly dif¬ 
ficult challenge, not to men¬ 
tion getting home after¬ 
wards. 

“Access to local justice is 
hugely important and I am 
asking people to let us know 
how this proposal would af¬ 
fect them if they had to at¬ 
tend as a witness, defendant 
or as a legal representative. 


“We will then use this evi¬ 
dence in our own response 
to the consultation, and to 
strengthen the offer we have 
already made to government 
that they could share build¬ 
ings, facilities and technol¬ 
ogy with us elsewhere in 
the town if the current court 
building is no longer fit for 
purpose.”

New firm will 
help councils 


TWO councils are setting 
up a commercial company 
to cope with government 
budget cuts. 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council and Forest 
Heath District Council have 
teamed up with a local pro¬ 
vider to create a “facilities 
management” business. 

They estimate that the 
move will save them about 
£40,000 per year. 

In the last two years, the 
councils have seen a 50 per 
cent cut to their Revenue 
Support Grant, which comes 
from central government. 

They are aiming to avoid 
increasing council tax, and 
are instead hoping to make 
a profit from their business 
to cope with the cuts. 

The company they are set¬ 
ting up, which will be called 
Verse, will provide catering, 
cleaning, courier services 
and security. 

It will be a joint venture 
with publically-owned com¬ 
mercial company Eastern 
Facilities Management So- 
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lutions (EFMS). 

The councils had previ¬ 
ously been using several 
different methods of service 
provision, but decided that 
forming the company would 
allow them to improve the 
service, make the most sav¬ 
ings and share the profit. 

The new company would 
also provide the flexibility to 
add extra services at a later 
date. 

In addition to the £40,000 
saving, the councils will ex¬ 
plore opportunities to pro¬ 
vide more services and sell 
them to other organisations. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for op¬ 
erations, said: “This makes 
sound financial sense and 
gives the council a greater 
stake in ensuring visitors, 
whether it is to our pub¬ 
lic buildings, cemeteries, 
parks, heritage sites or other 


facilities, have the best pos¬ 
sible experience.” 

One of the reasons for 
creating Verse is that the 
councils’ current facili¬ 
ties management contracts 
with external companies are 
coming to an end.

Corvette cyber-jacking 
is a new car-hack first 


A Corvette using a simple tracking 
device as favoured by insurers has 
been hacked and controlled - by text 
message. MIKE SCIALOM reports 



CORVETTE: Research suggests aftermarket cyber-security vulnerability 


T HE security of cars has 
come under scrutiny 
for the second time this 
summer with the posting on 
YouTube of a video - search 
"Fast and Vulnerable" - 
showing hackers demonstrating 
that a device used to track 
our driving habits can also 
e used to remotely take over 
your car... via text message. 

In the video, the hackers 
show how they are able to 
turn on the windscreen wipers 
and apply the brakes on a 
Corvette, using only a mobile 
phone. The perpetrators 
were Ian Foster and Andrew 
Prudhomme, from the 
University of California, San 
Diego. The duo demonstrated 
how they were able to 
"exploit a device used to 
track driving data to digitally 
break into a Corvette, turning 
on its windshield wipers and 
putting on as well as disabling 
the brakes", according to 
CBS News. The findings 
were presented at a security 
conference in Washington DC. 

The hack was accomplished 
using an aftermarket telematics 
control unit, similar to the ones 
used by major insurers to help 
customers save on premiums. 
"The palm-sized dongles plug 
into a car's standard onboard 
diagnostic (OBD-II) port to 
monitor speed, distance and 
braking," says CBS. "That 


data, used to determine how 
safe a driver you are, is sent 
wirelessly to the companies' 
servers." 

The UCSD hack shows 
how these added third-party 
devices only increase the 
already significant security risks 
of connected cars. 

"We show that these devices 
can be discovered, targeted, 
and compromised by a remote 
attacker and we demonstrate 
that such a compromise allows 
arbitrary remote control of the 


vehicle," the researchers wrote 
in the abstract to their paper. 
"This problem is particularly 
challenging because, since 
this is aftermarket equipment, 
it cannot be well addressed 
by automobile manufacturers 
themselves." 

Ken Westin, senior 
security analyst at Tripwire 
explains how and why this is 
possible: "One of the trends 
I am seeing in automotive 
system vulnerabilities is that 
many of these systems are 
using networks and 
protocols designed 
for cellular and IP 
networks; these tools 
were designed to 
facilitate human to 
human interaction. 
When these networks 
and protocols are 
repurposed for 
machine to machine 
communication, they 
become vulnerable to 
a variety of different 
threat models. 

"When a 
cell phone is 
compromised 
there is a potential 
for data to be 
compromised, which 
is an inconvenience. 
However, when 
machine to machine 
communications over 
cellular or IP networks 
are compromised 
it leads to a kinetic 
attack that could 
result in serious injury 
or even loss of life." 

This latest cyber¬ 
breach comes after a 
recent hack of a Jeep 
Cherokee in the US 
which resulted in the 
recall of 1.4 million 
Fiat Chrysler vehicles 
for emergency 
software updates.
